Meanwliile,  Italy  is  dl.s- 
slpatlng  her  strength,  in  that  slie  is  utilizing  a 
part  of  her  Air  Force  to  assist  Germany  in  the 
bombing  of  Great  Britain  Rhe  will  find,  before 
long,  that  she  will  need  every  ounce  oX  strength 
that  she  can  mtuter  for  her  own  defence. 

It  i.s  only  a  question  of  time  before  Germany 
win  have  to  go  to  the  assistance  of  her  ally  in 
the  war  of  aggMision  against  amall  states.  It  Is 
with  this  knowledge  in  view  that  Herr  Hitler  ha.s 
been  endeavoring  to  patch  up  a  ixew  arrangement 
with  Rtticia  10  as  to  aaiurr  non-tnteFfffren6e  by 
that  country  when  German  troops  are  dl.spatched 
to  the  Mediterranean  Coast.  The  likelihood  is 
that  this  purpose  of  the  Nails  has  been  achieved 
through  negotiation  with  M  MolotofT  during  his 
recent  visit  to  Berlin.  It  may  not  be  long  before 
Oerman  divisions  are  on  the  move  southwards 
througii  Rumania  and  Bulgaria.  Thatllrould  seem 
to  be  a  logical  development  of  the  present  situa- 
tion. Italy's  weakneM  must  be  buttressed  or  else 
the  prtitlge  of  the  AxU  wiu  suffer. 


As  long  as  the  Battle  of  Britain  continues  and 
enemy  bombers  drop  their  missiles  of  hate  with 
the  set  purpose  of  wiping  out  civilian  lives,  so 
long  will  the  need  persist  of  aiding  the  raid 
victims.  London  is  the  cenUra  oi  indiscriminate 
destruction,  but  throughout  the  land.  In  the  great 
indu.strlal  Midland.s.  in  Merseyside  and  elsewhere, 
wherever  the  aenal  legions  ul  shame  pursue  their 
diaibollcal.  purpowf,  there  Is  a  mounting  roll  of 
those  who  sufTer.  This  thought  of  the  wreck  of 
homes  and  the  sudden  passing  of  hvekhoods,  of 
peaceful  families  shattered  by  the  bolts  of  dekth 
from  the  blue,  will  be  in&lsteht  as  long  as 
the  War  lastsr^It.is  a  thought  which  has  aroused 
both  indignation  and  profound  sympathy 
throughout  the  rivili/ed  world,  and  in  all  quar- 
ters of  the  Empire  and  In  neutral  lands  there  Is 
the  "desire  to  give  practical  aid  to  the*increasiing 
thou.sand.s  who  have  Uj  make  a  start  again  in  life. 
That  is  wJiy -wh%t  4i>  itnown  as  the  Lord  Mayor's 
Fund  is  recelvfng  ever-growihf  support.  It  is  a 
fund  that  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London  describes 
as  designed  to  "meeL  a  need  which  Is  incteaelng 
and  urgent."  — —

There  is  some  talk  in  certain  quarters  in  the 
Old  Country  to  the  effect  that  the  Government 
should  restate  its  war  aims.  The  arguments  for 
and  against  this  proposal  were  set  forth  at  some 
length  by  Mr.  J.  B  Priestley  in  a  recent  broadcast 
-In  which  the  case  of  each  side  was  presented'  In 
an  Impartial  manner  it  Is  difficult,  however,  t/i 
Imagine  wliat  useful  purpose  a  restatement  ef  jvar 
alms  could  posfiblj  serve  at  the  present  time. 
There  cannot  be  many  people  of  ordinary  Intelli- 
gence who  do  not  know  why  Great  Britain  and 
the  Dominions  entered  the  war.  It  would  be  In- 
teresting, therefore,  to  know  where  this  request  or* 
demand  for  a  reetatement  of  war  aims  originates 
Thoee  who  make  thia  demand  do  so.  perhaps, 
because  they  expect  that  the  restatement  would 
set  forth  in  detail  the  positive  advantages  and 
beneflte  that  are  to  be  gained  by  the  defeat  of 
Hitler.  It  la  not  enough  for  them  to  be  reminded 
that  unless  Hitler  is  defeated^  we^  shait  have 
HOthtng  to  look  forward  to  but  slavery  and  degra- 
dation. They  say, that  they  fully  realise  all  that: 
but  they  want  the  Government  to  give  an  under- 
taking as  to  the  meaaiu-es  to  be  adopted  for  social 
betterment  when  the  world  has  made  good  Its 
escape  from  the  tyranny  threateninK  it 

It  is  precisely  at  this  point  that  they  fail  to 
distinguish  between  public  spirit  and  party  spirit. 
Everyone  knows  that  while  all  the  political  partlr^  |  '^"JJ!!^ 
agree  in  desiring  to  bring  about  Improvement  In  •  Ban  Ftmnciwso 
the  social  and  economic  condition  of  the  people. ' 
there  are  wide  differences  of  opinion  as  to  h()w 
this  Is  to  be  accomplished.

If  the  deniaiid 
for  a  detailed  statement  of  war  alms  has  been 
made  with  the  view  at  securing  party  advantage 
it  is  greatly  to  be  deplored.

openly  that  their^country's  extremity  was  their 
party's  opportunity.  The  plain  truth  Is  that  to
